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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed 
June 25, 2004. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application was filed on November 26, 2003, 
without a fully executed oath or declaration. Accordingly, on 
February 27, 2004, the Initial Patent Examination Division mailed 
a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application", 
requiring, inter alia, a fully executed oath or declaration as 
well as the surcharge for its late filing.

On petition, Rule 47 applicant has satisfied the requirements of 
37 CFR 1.47(a). The declaration submitted has been determined to 
be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63. Accordingly, the above- 
identified application is hereby accorded Rule 1.47(a) status .

Notice of the filing of this application will also 
be published in the Official Gazette.
